By The Bedford Recruiting Sergeant

recruits are 
divided 
into 
squads of about twenty and sent to 
tie clothing room in charge of a 
squad leader. The list containing the 
sizes of -shoes has already been sent 
there and each mans shoes has been 
selected and his number marked on 
the too*. The recruits file into th« 
clothing room and receive their shoes 
waist belts, gloves and hats and go 
otuside once more. They are instruct- 
ed to unbutton their coats and vests 
are then taken to the clothing room 
once more, and now we have another 
specialist who can tell (by looking at 
a man the 
size of each article 
of 
clothing tha® will fit him. A man is 
stationed at each pile of clothing and 
as soon as the size is called there 
is a perfect stream of clothing which 
lands upon a tatole about the same 
time. The clothing is caught by a 
man standing there and folded into 
a bundle inside of the coat, and then 
passed to the recruit for which it is 
intended. The recruit then enters the 
dressing room and proceeds to re- 
move every article of civilian attire, 
he then puts on one of Uncle Sams 
uniforms and is then inspected to see 
that all of the articles fit correctly. 
More dare is exercised in the inspec- 
tion of the shoes than any of the 
other parts of the uniform.

of sulphate of zinc in 2 gallons of 
boiling water; pour (2) into (1), 
then add 2 gallons of %kim milk and 
mix thoroughly. Whitewash is spread 
lightly over the surface with a broad 
brush.

The stick of 
caustic should be wrapped in a piece 
of paper to protect the hands and fin- 
gers, leaving one end of tlie stick -on- 
covered. 


Moisten the uncovered end slightly 


and rub it on the horn buttons or little 
points which may be felt on the calfs 
head, first on one and then the other, 
alternately, two or three times on 
each, allowing the caustic to dry after 
each application. Be very careful to 
apply the caustic to the horn button 
only. If it is brought in contact with 
the surrounding skin-It will cause pain. 
Be -very carefttl also not to have too 
much moisture on the stick of caustic, 
as it will remove the skin if allowed 
to run down over the face. After treat- 
ment, keep the calf protected from 
rain, as water on the head after the 
application of caustic will cause it to 
run down over the face. This must 
be carefully avoided. 


Either caustic soda or caustic pot- 


ash alone, without the admixture of 
Other substances, answers the purpose 
satisfactorily. Some years ago, how- 
ever, certain preparations or "dehorn- 
ing compounds," composed largely-of 
one or the other of these caustics, 
were generally used, and as Inquiries 
are still occasionally received concern-

Sometimes a meat skewer is used, the
